Australia's concern for the 
allegations of immorality among 
her troops in Japan was demon- 
strated on Friday by the arrivat 
of a secret commission which 
today began investigations 
among British troops in the 
Kure area. :

GLOBAL AID 


With a speed almost 
unknown in peacetime, Pre- 
sident Truman ‘yesterday 
signed the US$6,000,000,000 
“Stop Russia” foreign aid bill, 
making it law. less than 24 
hours after Congress ‘rushed 
it through to final approval. 

“This measure,” he told the 
world in a statement, “is 
America's answer to the chal- 
Jenge facing the free .world 
today.” . ‘ 

This, after 10 months of 
debating, is an unprecedented 
global aid programme‘ for 
Europe and Asia—America's 
biggest aid operation since the 
wartime lend-lease. Russia 
is pledged to wreck the whole 
thing if she can and diplomats 
expect rough Russian counter- 
action, 

The gigantic task of shor- 
ing up Western Europe, the 
Middle East and China 
against Russia will start this 
mourning on a_ high-speed 
emergency schedule. The 
U.S. State Department pre- 
sumably will be in charge at 
the start. Five nations stand 
{to benefit from the very first 
expenditures. They are Italy, 


France, Austria, Greece and |", 


the Netherlands, where the 
need is great and the dollar 
supply low. First shipments 
to them under the new law 
probably will be food, fuel 
and some industrial materials. 
In the conflict between Russia 
and the Western Powers, 
Italy's situation is considered 
the most critical at the mo- 
ment. : 


The new law is a broader 


measure than the President | 


originally asked for but, 
except in one point, is in line 
with ‘the Administration’s 
foreign policy .recommenda- 
tions to Congress.
